FIELD OF THE INVENTION 

lOOOq The invention generally relates to card games and, in particular, to card 
games for use in casinos and cardrooms. 

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION 

P003]^ The invention is offered under ttie ttademaric of "2 Jokers Wild 6 Caid 
Thnjl." The invention is a six-card-stub poker game, played wittt at least one but 
preferably one standard poker decks of 52 cards, plus at least one but preferably 
iwo Jokers. Each Joker can be used as any card. Two or more but preferably 
seven playere rnay participate in ttie game. One of tfie players is ttie Banker whom 
other players play against A Player who is not a Banker may play Poker Bet 
playing against the Banker's hand, and/or one or more side bets betting on the 

»»and. After at least one wager is placed, each Player 
and ttie Banker are each dealt sue cards. From each Player's own six cards each 
Pl^er selects and keeps his or her best 5-card poker hand and discards one ottier 
card; i.e.. fit)m ttie Player's six dealt cards QQK975, QQK97 is ttie Player's best 5- 
card poker hand and 5 is ttie discard; from ttie Player's seven deatt cards AAJJ64 
AAJJ6 IS ttie Player's best 5-card poker hand and 4 is ttie discard. From ttie 
Banker's own six cards, ttie Banker selects and keeps ttie Banker's best 5-card 
poker hand and discards one other card. 

IP0041 POKER BET is a bet ttiat allows a Player to place a wager playing 
against ttie Banker's hand. The object of Poker bet is to have a best S-card poker 
hand tfiat outranks ttie Banker's best 5-card poker hand. In ttie Poker Bet game, 
the Player's best S-card poker hand is compared to ttie Banker's best 5-card poker 
hand according to ttaditional poker rankings, wherein hands are ranked in 
descending order as follows: Royal Flush. 5 of a Kind. Stiaight Flush. 4 of a Kind. 
Full House. Flush, Straight. 3 fa Kind, Tw Pair, One Pair and High Card. Ace is 
ttie highest High Card, foil wing by King, Queen, Jack, T n, 9, 8. 7. 6. 5, 4, 3 and 2. 
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[0005] A P kerBetwag r can be settled with either one of the foil wingrul^, 
whichever is s lected forth game: 

[0006] Rules 1 : If the Player's best 5<ard poker hand ranks lower than the 
Banker's b^t 5-card poker hand, the Player's Poker Bet wager loses, if the 
Player's t>est 5<drd poker hand ranks the same as the Banker's, then the two 
hands tie and this wager neither wins nor loses. If tiie Player's best 5«card poker 
hand ranks higher than the Banker's, this wager wins and either is paid Even 
Money (1 to 1) If the Banker's losing hand is not one of the predetermined hands 
that pays ttie Player's winning hand one half of the wager (such as if the Banker's 
tosing hand is not one of the hands of King-Queen high and lower (KQ987 is a 
King-Queen high hand and Q986S is a lower hand than ttie King-Quten high 
hand), King*Jack or lower. Queen high or lower, etc.), or is paid one half of the 
wager (1 to 2) if the Banker's Ic^ing hand is one of ttie predetermined hands that 
pays the Player winning hand one half of ttie wager. 

[0007] Rules 2: If the Player's best 5-card poker hand ranks lower than the 
Banker's best 5-card poker hand, the Player's Poker Bet wager loses. If the 
Player's best 5-card poker hand ranks ttie same as the Banker's, then the two 
hands tie and this wager neither wins nor toses. If the Player's best 5-card poker 
hand ranks higher than the Banker's, ttiis wager wins and is paid Even Money (1 
to 1), less a certain percent commission, preferably a 5% commission. 

[0008] Rules 3: If the Banker's best 5-card poker hand is 'nof one of 
predetemiined qualifying hands (such as a hand of King-Ten or better, a hand of 
Queen^ack or better, Queen-Ten or better, etc.), this wager is a tie. If the Player's 
best 5-card poker hand ranks lower than the Banker's and the Banker's best 5- 
card poker hand is one of the predetermined qualHying hands, this wager loses. If 
the Player's best 5-card poker hand ranks the same as the Banker's, and the 
Banker's best 5-card poker hand is one of the predetermined qualifying hands, 
then the two hands tie and this wager neither wins nor loses. If the Player's best 5- 
card poker hand ranks higher than ttie Banker's and the Banker's best 5-card 
iraker hand is one of the predetermined qualifying hands, this wager wins and is 
paid Even Money (1 to 1). 

[0009] Rules 4: If the Banker's tiest 5-card poker hand is 'nof one of 
predetemiined qualifying hands (such as a hand of King-Ten or better, a hand of 
Queen-Jack or better, a hand of Jack high or better, or etc.), this wager wins and 
is paid one half of the wager. If the Player's t>est 5-card poker hand ranks lower 
ttian ttie Banker's and the Banker's tiest 5-card poker hand is one of ttie 
predetemnined qualifying hands, this wager loses. If the Player's best 5-card 
poker hand ranks the same as the Banker's, and the Banker's best 5-card poker 
hand is one of the predetermined qualifying hands, then the two hands tie and this 
wager neither wins nor loses. If ttie Player's best 5-card fK)ker hand ranks higher 
than the Banker' and the Bank r's t>est 5<ard (wker hand is one of the 
predetermined qualifying hands, this wager wins and is paid Even M ney (1 to 1). 
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[0010] THE SIDE BETS OF THE INVENTION: Side Bets are bets that all w 
Players to bet on the contents of their own hand. A Player's side-bet wager wii^ if 
the Player's best 5-card poker hand is one of the predetermined winning hands of 
the type of side bet he or she bets on, regardless of the outcome of the Poker Bet 
wager or the Banker's hand; and this wager loses if the Player's best 5-card poker 
hand is not one of the predetermined winning hands. There are seven side t>ets 
and tiiey are: Pair of Kings Or Better Bet, Two Pair Or Better Bet, 3 Of A Kind Or 
Better Bet, Straight Or Better Bet, Flush Or Better Bet Full House Or Better Bet 
and Bonus Bet 

[001 1] PAIR OF KINGS OR BETTER BET: A Player's Pair Of Kings Or Better 
Bet wager wins if the Player's best 5-card poker hand is a pair of Kings, a pair of 
Aces, Two Pair, 3 of a Kind, Straight Flush, Full House, 4 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 
5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and this wager loses if ttie Player's i>est 5-card poker 
hand is not one of the above winning hands. Pair Of Kings Or Better Bet pays 
Even Money (1 to 1) on any one of the atrave winning hands. Altemativety, any 
other appropriate payout odds can be used. 

[0012] TWO PAIR OR BETTER BET: A Player's Two Pair Or Better Bet wager 
wins if the Player's best 5-card poker hand is Two Pair, 3 of a Kind, Straight 
Flush, Full House, 4 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and this 
wager los^ if the Player's t>est 5*card poker hand is not one of the above winning 
hands. Two Pair Or Better Bet pays Even Money on any one of the above winning 
hands. Altematively, any other appropriate payout odds can tie used. 

[0013] 3 OF A KIND OR BETTER BET: A Player's 3 Of A Kind Or Better Bet 
wager wins if the Player's best 5-card poker hand is 3 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 
Fuli House, 4 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and this wager 
loses if the Player's best 5-card poker hand is not one of the above winning 
hands. 3 Of A Kind Or Better Bet pa^ 3.5 to 1 on any one of the above winning 
hands. Attemativeiy, any other appropriate payout odds can be used. 

[0014] STRAIGHT OR BETTER BET: A Player's Straight Or Better Bet wager 
wins if the Player's best 5-card poker hand is Straight Flush, Full House, 4 of a 
Kind, Staight Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and this wager loses if the 
Player's t>est 5-card poker hand is not one of the atK>ve winning hands. Straight 
Or Better Bet pays 5 to 1 on any one of the at>ove winning hands. Altematively, 
any other appropriate payout odds can be used. 

[0015] FLUSH OR BETTER BET: A Player's Flush Or Better Bet wager wins if 
the Player's t>est 5-card poker hand is Flush, Full House, 4 of a Kind, Straigtit 
Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and this wager loses if ttie Player's best 5-card 
poker hand is not one of the atK>ve winning hands. Flush Or Better Bet pays 10 to 
1 n any one of the atK>ve winning hands. Altematively, any other appropriate 
payout odds can be used. 
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[OOiq FULL HOUSE OR BETTER BET: A Player's Full H use Or Better Bet 
wager wins If tti Player's best 5-cant poker hand is Full H use,4of a Kind 
Straight Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and this wager loses if the Player's best 
5-card poker hand is not one of the above winning hands. Full House Or Better 
Bet pays 20 to 1 on any one of the above winning hands. AHemathrely, any other 
appropriate payout odds can be used. 

(00171 BONUS BET: Either one of the following games can be selected for the 
Bonus Bet game: 

(0018] Game 1: A Player's Bonus Bet wager wins If the Player's best 5-ca«J 
poker hand is Straight Flush. Full House, 4 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 5 of a Kind 
or Royal Flush; and the wager loses if the Player's best 5-card poker hand is not 
one of the above winning hands. The winning wager is paid acconling to the pay 
table below: '

[0019] Game 2: A Player's Bonus Bet wager wins if the Player's best S-caid 
poker hand is Flush, Full House, 4 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal 
Flush; and the wager loses if the Player's best 5-card poker hand is not one of the 
above winning hands. The winning wager is paid according to the pay table 
below:

[0020] Once having delivered the cards to all players, the dealer turns over the 
Banker's six cards with only the top card exposed. After reading their cards, each 
Player places his or her cards face down on the appropriate spaces of tfie teble 
layout The dealer then reveals th Banker's fw remaining cards, settles each 
Player's sid -bet wager(s) first if any, and th n the Player's Poker Bet wager if 
any, against the Banker. 
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BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 

[0021] Fig. 1 shows a Player's betting area of the table layout of tiie eight-bet 
version of the invention: 101 is Poker Bet spot; 102, Pair Of Kings Or Better Bet 
spo^ 103, Two Pair Or Better Bet spot; 104, 3 Of A Kind Or Better Bet spot; 105, 
Straight Or Better Bet spot; 106, Flush Or Better Bet spot; 107, Full House Or 
Better Bet spot; 108, Bonus Bet spot; 109, a Player's best 5-card poker hand 
space; and 110, a Player's one discard space. 

IP022] Fig. 2 shows a Player's betting area of the table layout of the five-bet 
version of the invention: 201 is Poker Bet spot; 202, Pair Of Kings Or Better Bet 
spot; 204, 3 Of A Kind Or Better Bet spot; 207, Full House Or Better Bet spo^ 208, 
Bonus Bet spot, 209, a Player's best 5-card poker hand space; 210, a Player's one 
discard space. 

[0023] Fig. 3 shows the table layout of a five-bet version of the invention. 

DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION 

[0024] In the preferred embodiment of the invention provides a six-card stud 
poker game, played with one standard poker deck of 52 cards plus two Jokers. Iii 
other embodiments, the invention includes versions that would be played with at 
least one standard poker decks of 52 cards plus at least one Joker. In an 
embodiment, the invention is played with least one standard poker deck of 52, 
wherein eitfier all Twos, all Threes, all Fours, all Fives, all Sixes, all Sevens, all 
Eights, all Nines, all Tens, ail Jacks, all Queens, all Kings, or all Aces are Wild 
Cards. 

[0025] In the preferred embodiment, each Joker or each Wild Card can be 
used as any card. In an embodiment each Joker can be used as an Ace, or to 
fbmi a Straight or Flush; this version alters the odds, the payout, and the house 
advantage of each type of bet, and excludes the rankings of 5 Twos through 5 
Kings from the rankings of the Poker Bet game in the preferred embodiment 

[0026] In the preferred embodiment, the invention offers seven positions, sbt 
Players and one Banker, tabte size, management of players, players' bets, and 
speed of play are the key reasons for the choice of seven positions. In other 
embodiments, lesser or greater than seven positions can be created in 
accordance witti this invention if, for example, multiple decks are used. A Player 
who is not a Banker may play Poker Bet playing against the Banker's hand and/or 
one or more side bets betting on the contents of the Player's own hand. 

[0027] After at least one vrager is placed, each Player and the Banker are each 
d alt s« cards. In th preferred mbodinient achPlay r and the Banker ach 
receiv s his or her wn six dealt cards, starting from the Player sitting to the 
immediate left fth d aler,c ntinuing in a clockwise feshion and ending witti th 
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Banker. Cards are preferably dealt to each Player and to the Banker one card at a 
tim for six times If the cards are shuffled by a deal n the cards are preferably 
dealt to each Player and to the Banker in a stack of six cards if the cards are 
shuffled by a shuffling device. In an embodiment, seven hands of six cards are 
alwa^ dealt, regardl^s of the actual number of players; and some random 
number generation device such as a random number generator or a dice shaker, 
is used to assign the dealt hands to players to reduce the likelihood of problems 
in dealing, in other embodiments, each Player and the Banker may receive their 
hand in either one of the following fashions, whichever is selected for the game: 

1 . They recehre their own five cards and one cmnmunity card. 

2. They recehre their own four cards and two community cards. 

3. They receive tiieir own three cards and three community cards. 

4. They recehre tiieir own two cards and four community cards. 

5. They recehre their own one card and five community cards. And 

6. They receive no card their own and six community cards. 

[0028] POKER BET is a bet that allows a Player to place a wager playing 
against the Banker's hand. The object of Poker bet is to have a best 5-card poker 
hand that outranks the Banker's best 5-card poker hand. In the Poker Bet game, 
the Player's best 5<ard poker hand is compared to the Banker's best 5-card poker 
hand according to traditional poker rankings, wherein hands are ranked in 
descending order as follows: Royal Flush, 5 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 4 of a Kind, 
Full House, Flush, Sb^ight, 3 of a Kind, Two Pair, One Pair and High Card. Ace is 
the highest High Card, following by King, Queen, Jack, Ten, 9, 8, 7, 6, 5, 4, 3 and 2. 

IP029] A Poker Bet wager can be settled with either one of the following rules, 
whichever is selected for the game:: 

[0030] Rules 1 : If the Player's best 5-card poker hand ranks lower than the 
Banker's best 5-card poker hand, the Player's Poker Bet wager loses. If the 
Player's best 5-card poker hand ranks the same as the Banker's, then the two 
hands tie and this wager neither wins nor loses. If the Player's best 5H»rd poker 
hand ranks higher than the Banker's, tiiis wager wins and either is paid Even 
Money (1 to 1) if the Banker's losing hand is not one of the predetermined hands 
that pays the Player's winning hand one half of the wager (such as if the Banker's 
fosing hand is not one of the hands of King-Queen high and lower (KQ987 is a 
King-Queen high hand and Q9865 is a lower hand than the King-Queen high 
hand), King-Jack or lower. Queen high or lower, eto.), or is paid one half of the 
wager (1 to 2) if the Banker's losing hand is one of the predetermined hands that 
pays the Player winning hand one half of the wager. 

[0031] Rules 2: If the Player's best 5-card poker hand ranks lower than the 
Banker's best 5-card poker hand, the Player's Poker Bet wager loses. If the 
Player's best 5-card |M>ker hand ranks the same as the Banker's, then the two 
hands tie and this wager n ither wins n r loses. If the Play r's best 5-card pok r 
hand ranks higher than the Banker's, this wager wins and is paid Even Money (1 
to1),l ss a certain percent commtesi n, preferably a 5% c mmissi n. 
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[0032] Rules3:tfth Banker's best 5-card poker hand is 'nof one f 
predetermined qualifying hands (such as a hand of King-Ten or better, a hand of 
Queen*Jack or l>etter, Queen-Ten or better, etc.). this wager is a tie. If the Player's 
best 5-card poker hand ranks lower than the Banker's and the Banker's best 5- 
card poker hand is one of the predetermined qualifying hands, thte wager loses, if 
the Player's t>est 5-card poker hand ranks the same as the Banker's, and the 
Banker's best 5-card poker hand is one of the predetermined qualifying hands, 
ttien the two hands tie and this wager neither wins nor loses. If the Player's t>est 5- 
card poker hand ranks higher than the Banker's and the Banker's l>est 5-card 
poker hand is one of the predetemfiined qualifying hands, this wager wins and is 
paid Even Money (1 to 1). 

[0033] Rules 4: If the Banker's best 5-card poker hand is 'nof one of 
predetemiined qualifying hands (such as a hand of King-Ten or t>etter, a hand of 
Queen-Jack or better, a hand of Jack high or better, or etc.), this wager wins and 
is paid one half of the wager. If the Player's best 5-card poker hand ranks lower 
than ttie Banker's and the Banker's best 5*card poker hand is one of the 
predetermined qualifying hands, this wager li^s. If the Player's best 5-card 
poker hand rente the same as the Banker's, and the Banker's best 5-card poker 
hand is one of the predetemfiined qualifying hands, then the two hands tie and this 
wager neither wins nor loses. If the Player's best S-card (K>ker hand ranks higher 
ttian the Banker's and the Banker's t>^ 5-card poker hand is one of the 
predetermined qualifying hands, this wager wins and is paid Even Money (1 to 1). 

[0034] THE SIDE BETS OF THE INVENTION: Side Bets are bete that allow 
Players to bet on the contents of their own hand. A Player's side-bet wager wir^ if 
the Player's best 5-card poker hand is one of the predetemfiined winning hands of 
the type of side bet he or she bete on, regardless of the outoome of ttte Poker Bet 
wager or the Banker's hand; and this vrager loses if the Player's best 5-card poker 
hand is not one of the predetemnined winning hands. There are seven side bets 
and they are: Specified Pair Or Better Bet, Two Pair Or Better Bet, 3 Of A Kind Or 
Better Bet, Straight Or Better Bet, Flush Or Better Bet Full House Or Better Bet 
and Bonus Bet 

[0035] SPECIFIED PAIR OR BETTER BET: The specified pair can be any pair. If 
the specified pair is a pair of Tens, then the name of the bet can be called as Pair 
Of Tens Or Better Bet; if the Specified Pair is a pair of Queens, then ttie name of 
the bet can be called as Pair Of Queens Or Better Bet and so on. A Player's 
Specified Pair Or Better Bet wager wins if the Player's best 5-card poker hand is 
the specified pair, any pair that ranks higher than the specified pair, Two Pair, 3 of 
a Kind, Straight Flush, Full House, 4 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal 
Flush; and the wager k>s^ if ttie Player's best 5-card poker hand is not one of the 
above winning hands. The Specified Pair Or Better Bet pays Even Money (1 to 1) 

nany neoftii aboy winning hands. Attemativety, any oth r appropriate 
payout odds can be us^. 
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[0036] PAIR OF KINGS OR BETTER BET: A Player's Pair Of Kings Or Better 
Bet wager wins if the Player's t>est 5-card poker hand a pair of Kings, a pair of 
Aces, Two Pair, 3 of a Kind, Straight, Flush, Full House, 4 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 
5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and this wager loses if the Player's best 5K:ard poker 
hand is not one of the atx>ve winning hands. Pair Of Kings Or Better Bet pays 
Even Money (1 to 1) on any one of the atx>ve winning hands. Attemativeiy, any 
other appropriate payout odds can be used. 

[00371 TWO PAIR OR BETTER BET: A Player's Two Pair Or Better Bet wager 
wins if the Player's best 5-card poker hand is Two Pair, 3 of a Kind, Straight 
Flush, Full House, 4 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and this 
wager loses if the Player's t>est S-card poker hand is not one of the atx>ve winning 
hands. Two Pair Or Better Bet pays Even Money on any one of the at>ove winning 
hands. Attemafively, any other appropriate payout odds can be used. 

[0038] 3 OF A KIND OR BETTER BET: A Player's 3 Of A Kind Or Better Bet 
wager wins if the Player's t>est 5-card poker hand is 3 of a Kind, Straight, Flush, 
Full House, 4 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and this wager 
loses if the Player's best 5-card poker hand is not one of the at>ove winning 
hands. 3 Of A Kind Or Better Bet pays 3.5 to 1 on any one of the above winning 
hands. Attemativeiy, any other appropriate payout o<ld$ can t>e used. 

[0039] STRAIGHT OR BETTER BET: A Player's Straight Or Better Bet wager 
vnns If the Player's l>est 5-card poker hand is Straight Flush, Full House, 4 of a 
Kindi Straight Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and ttiis wager loses if the 
Player's t>est 5-card poker hand is not one of the above winning hands. Straight 
Or Better Bet pays 5 to 1 on any one of the atiove winning hands. Attemativeiy, 
any other appropriate payout odds can t>e used. 

[0040] FLUSH OR BETTER BET: A Player's Flush Or Better Bet wager wins if 
the Player's t>est 5-card poker hand is Flush, Full House, 4 of a Kind, Straight 
Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and thte wager loses If the Player's best 5<ard 
poker hand is not one of the above winning hands. Flush Or Better Bet pays 10 to 
1 on any one of the at>ove winning hands. Attemativeiy, any other appropriate 
payout odds can t>e used. 

[0041] FULL HOUSE OR BETTER BET: A Player's Full House Or Better Bet 
wager wins if the Player's t>est 5-card poker hand Full House, 4 of a Kind, 
Straight Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal Flush; and this wager los^ if the Player's best 
5-card poker hand is not one of the above winning hands. Full House Or Better 
Bet pays 20 to 1 on any one of the atx>ve vanning hands. Attemativeiy, any other 
appropriate payout odds can be used. 

[0042] BONUS BET: Etther neofth following games can be selected for th 
Bonus Bet 
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[0043] Game 1 : A Player's Bonus Bet wager wins if the Player's best 5-card 
poker hand Straight Flush, Full House, 4 of a Kind, Straight Flush, 5 of a Kind 
or Royal Flush; and the wager loses if the Player's best 5<ard poker hand is not 
one of the above winning hands. The winning wager is paid according to the pay 
table below:

IP044] Game 2: A Player's Bonus Bet wager wins if the Player's best 5<ard 
poker hand is Flush, Full House, 4 of a Kind, Sliaight Flush, 5 of a Kind or Royal 
Flush; and the wager loses if the Player's best 5-card poker hand is not one of the 
above winning hands. The winning wager is paid according to the pay table 
below:

[0045] Once having delivered the cards to all players, ttie dealer turns over the 
Banker's six cards with only the top card exposed. From each Player's own six 
cards, each Player selects and keeps his or her b^t 5-card poker hand and 
discards one other card, then each Player places his or her cards on the 
appropriate spaces of the table layout The dealer then reveals the Banker's five 
remaining cards, selects and keeps the Banker's best 5-card poker hand, discards 
one other card, settles each Player's side-bet wager(s) first if any, and then each 
Player's Poker Bet wager if any, against the Banker. After completing the 
transaction of the Player at tfie immediate right of the dealer, the dealer moves on 
and completes tiie transaction of the next Player, and so on. Upon the completion 
of all transactions, a new round of play will begin. 
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CREATING OTHER VERSIONS OF 2 JOKERS WILD 6 CARD THRILL 

[0046] The games of Poker Bet and 7 side bets are ftie subgames of 6 Card 
Thrill. There are many ways to create other versions of 6 Card Thrill and they are: 

1 . 6 Card Thrill conssts of the game of Poker Bet only. 

2. 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of PcAer Bet and any one of the side bets. 

3. 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of Poker Bet and any two of the side bets. 

4. 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of Poker Bet and any three of the side 
bets. 

5. 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of Poker Bet and any four of the side bets. 

6. 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of Poker Bet and any five of the side bets. 

7. 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of Poker Bet and any six of the side bets. 

8. 6 Card Thrill consists of the game of any one of the side bets. 

9. 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of any two of the skie bets. 

10. 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of any three of the side bets. 

1 1 . 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of any four of the side bets. 

12. 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of any five of the side bets. 

13. 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of any sbc of the side bets. And 

14. 6 Card Thrill consists of the games of all the side bets. 
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
